Some Thoughts on ORIGINAL SIN... 


“The assertion of original sin makes the point that we are not 
sinners because we sin, but rather we sin because we are 
sinners, born with a nature enslaved to sin.”—J.I. Packer 


G. K. Chesterton saw Original Sin as the one Christian 

dogma that is both empirically verifiable and expressly 

validated by thousands of years of human history: 
"Certain new theologians dispute original sin, which is the 
only part of Christian theology which can really be proved." 


“Man certainly is sunk very low now, in comparison of what he once 
was. God made him but a ‘little lower than the angels:’ but now we 
find him likened to the beasts that perish. He hearkened to a 
brute—and is now become like one of them.”—Thomas Boston 


“Original sin is the doctrine which holds that human nature has 
been morally and ethically corrupted due to the disobedience of 
mankind's first parents to the revealed will of God... The doctrine 
of original sin holds that every person born into the world is tainted 
by the Fall such that all of humanity is ethically debilitated, and 
people are powerless to rehabilitate themselves, unless rescued by

“Original sin may be defined as ‘the sinful state and condition in 
which men are born.’ |t is so designated because: (1) ‘it is 
derived from the original root of the human race (Adam), (2) it 
is present in the life of every individual from the time of his 
birth, and (3) it is the inward root of all the actual sins that 
defile the life of man.’ Simply stated, it refers to ‘the corruption 
of our whole nature.’—Paul Enns, Moody Handbook of Theology 


“By this sin they [i.e., Adam & Eve] fell from their original 
righteousness and communion with God, and so became dead in sin, 
and wholly defiled in all the parts and faculties of soul and body. 
They being the root of all mankind, the guilt of this sin was imputed, 
and the same death in sin, and corrupted nature, conveyed to all 
their posterity descending from them by ordinary generation. From 
this original corruption, whereby we are utterly indisposed, disabled, 
and made opposite to all good, and wholly inclined to all evil, do 
proceed all actual transgressions.” —The Westminster Confession, 6:1
